A  Lament  for 
the  Small  Book 

HERBERT  S.  BAILEY,  Jr. 


Books  are  fat  and  getting  fatter.  Any¬ 
one  looking  at  a  bookstore  today  is  struck 
with  the  display  of  big,  bright-jacketed, 
heavy,  fat  bmks.  We  are  in  an  inflation¬ 
ary  economy,'  and  our  books  are  inflated 
too.  But  who  would  consciously  judge 
the  value  of  a  book  by  its  size  or  weight! 

We  have  had  fat  books  before.  In  the 
late  thirties  publishers  bulked  their  books 
—big  margins,  big  type,  blotting  paper 
instead  of  book  paper.  What  might  have 
been  a  nice  little  Ixrak,  easy  to  handle  and 
pleasant  to  read,  became  a  monstrosity 
two  inches  thick,  with  pages  that 
wouldn’t  lie  flat  and  felt  coarse  to  the 
fingers. 

Then  the  war  came,  paper  was  in  short 
supply,  and  wartime  austerity  spurred 
austere  and  economical  design.  Although 
the  quality  of  the  materials  necessarily 
was  reduced,  the  handling  of  them  was 
better.  We  had  many  books  in  good  read¬ 
able  type,  not  kindergarten  size,  printed 
on  paper  of  modest  thickness  that  would 
lie  flat,  with  reasonable  but  not  lush  mar¬ 
gins.  Some  of  them  were  even  fairly  well 
bound.  Today  no  one  cares  about  bind¬ 
ings;  all  effort  goes  into  a  fancy  jacket 
that  will  sell  the  book,  and  only  after  he 
buys  the  book  and  discards  the  jacket 
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does  the  reader  discover  that  he  has  ac¬ 
quired  an  object  made  of  pasteboard 
covered  by  paper  (sometimes  vaguely 
simulating  cloth)  with  a  strip  of  cheese¬ 
cloth  down  the  spine,  printed  (not 
stamped)  in  yellow  (not  gold).  Maybe 
the  reader  doesn’t  care;  perhaps  the  bmk 
is  of  only  passing  interest  anyway.  But  if 
books  are  to  become  of  only  passing  in¬ 
terest,  let’s  all  switch  to  some  really 
ephemeral  field,  like  TV! 

After  the  war,  inflation  caught  up  with 
book  publishers.  Boom  sales  during  war 
years  had  helped  publishers  hold  prices 
down.  As  costs  and  prices  rose  in  the  late 
forties  and  fifties,  publishers  made  their 
books  fatter  to  justify  higher  prices.  Now 
we  are  back  where  we  were  in  the  late 
thirties.  What  will  happen  next  to  in¬ 
duce  us  to  produce  sensible  books?  Not 
a  war,  I  hope! 

1  said  earlier  that  no  one  would  con¬ 
sciously  judge  the  value  of  a  book  by  its 
size.  But  that  is  what  the  American  public 
is  subconsciously  doing  today,  and  per¬ 
haps  the  publishers  are  not  to  be  blamed 
for  responding  to  the  demand.  We  like 
overblown  shiny  automobiles  and  over¬ 
blown  shiny  books.  The  cult  of  bigness 
is  basic  in  our  culture.  Wouldn’t  it  be  fine 
if  the  fad  for  tiny  automobiles  spread  to 
books! 

The  British  make  small  cars  of  high 
quality,  and  they  make  good  small  books 
too.  Books  in  England  are  not  so  inflated 
as  ours,  either  in  price  or  bulk,  though 
there  are  signs  that  they  may  be  following 
the  primrose  path  down  which  we  have 
preceded  them.  British  printers  have 
sharply  raised  their  prices,  and  the  Amer¬ 
ican  book  trade  is  having  an  increasing 
influence  in  England.  These  are  forces 
that,  like  helium  under  pressure,  may  yet 
balloon  British  books. 

I  have  blamed  the  American  public, 
but  book-review  editors,  who  ought  to  be 
discriminating,  are  as  susceptible  to  big- 
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ness  and  shiny-ness  as  the  man  in  the 
street.  I  know  from  experience  that  the 
original  small  book  tends  to  be  ignored 
by  review  editors  and  reviewers,  even  by 
the  review  editors  of  scholarly  journals, 
on  account  of  its  size.  This  is  not  true  in 
Elngland.  Perhaps  the  British  like  small 
books  because  they  buy  more  of  them, 
and  small  books  don’t  fill  up  the  book¬ 
shelves  so  fast.  The  fat  book  of  today  is 
the  bane  of  booklovers  with  crowded 
shelves,  and  also  of  our  overcrowded  li¬ 
braries. 

Of  course  I  am  talking  about  new 
books,  not  reprints.  There  are  many  small, 
attractive  reprints— the  Modem  Library, 
Everyman,  the  Oxford  World  Qassics, 
and  others.  But  these  are  low-priced 
books,  staples;  new  books  cannot  be  sold 
at  reprint  prices  even  in  inexpensive  small 
formats.  The  paperback  reprints  also 
have  set  a  standard  for  handsome  small- 
format  books— at  prices  from  25^  to  $1.95. 
In  spite  of  the  fact  that  some  paperback 
publishers  are  somewhat  desperately  pub¬ 
lishing  “originals,”  for  lack  of  availabil¬ 
ity  of  attractive  reprint  titles,  the  paper¬ 
back  market  is  built  on  the  foundation  of 
the  tried  and  true— low  editorial  costs, 
books  pre-tested  in  sales  and  in  reviews, 
and  more  and  more  aimed  at  the  textbook 
market.  The  factors  that  make  handsome, 
small  paperbacks  possible  do  not  apply  to 
original  hardbacks. 

The  inexpensive  reprints,  however, 
have  had  a  definite  and  detrimental  effect 
on  the  design  of  hardbacks.  They  have 
tended  to  drive  original  hardback  book 
production  further  in  the  direction  of  in¬ 
flation.  Hardback  publishers  make  their 
books  fatter  in  order  to  differentiate  them 
from  paperbacks  and  thereby  justify  the 
much  higher  prices  that  must  be  charged. 
Who  will  buy  a  new  book  on  American 
history  at  S7.50  when  he  knows  that  Mil¬ 
ler’s  History  of  the  United  States  is  avail¬ 
able  in  paperback  at  75^?  That  is,  who 
will  buy  it  unless  the  new  book  is  large 
and  shiny,  with  glossy  illustrations,  and 
looks  “worth  the  price”?  By  producing 
the  new  American  history  book  in  a 
smaller,  more  economical,  and  actually 
more  attractive  and  convenient  fonnat, 
the  publisher  might  even  be  able  to  sell 


the  book  at  a  lower  price,  say  |6.oo.  But 
nobody  will  buy  a  bmk  for  S6.00  that  is 
not  much  larger  and  fatter  than  the  Mod¬ 
em  Library  at  $1.65! 

So  let  us  mourn  the  passing  of  the  small 
book.  Gone  is  that  gem  of  b^kmaking  of 
the  past,  easy  to  hold  and  delightful  to 
read,  perhaps  even  small  enough  for  a 
booklover’s  capacious  pocket— a  joy  to 
eye  and  hand.  The  forces  of  popular  taste 
and  blind  economics  have  relegated  it  to 
limbo.  Perhaps  we  must  accept  the  situa¬ 
tion,  for  a  time,  but  we  don’t  have  to 
like  it. 


The  Scholar’s 
Responsibility 
To  Keep  Up

Of  course,  every  conscientious  scholar 
aims  to  keep  up  with  all  the  latest  litera¬ 
ture  in  his  held.  He  is  in  constant  touch 
with  his  colleagues  and  knows  what  they 
are  working  on.  He  may  be  asked  for  an 
opinion  on  manuscripts  submitted  to  his 
publisher  by  others.  He  follows  the  re¬ 
views  in  his  professional  journals,  and 
may  review  for  them. 

Despite  all  this  he  all  too  often  misses 
fairly  important  contributions  to  his  held, 
coming  across  them  to  his  embarrassment 
and  chagrin  a  year  or  two  after  publica¬ 
tion. 

And  no  wonder,  when  one  considers 
the  time  lag  in  the  channels  of  informa- 
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tion  on  which  he  relies.  Take  the  reviews 
in  the  scholarly  journals.  According  to 
Prof.  Leroy  E.  Merritt’s  recent  study, 
the  average  review  app>eared  3  months 
after  publication  in  the  field  of  Political 
Science,  5  months  late  in  Chemistry,  6 
months  late  in  Philosophy,  8  months  late 
in  Social  Science,  and  20  months  late  in 
Psychology'. 

Nor  can  he  rely  too  heavily  on  pub¬ 
lishers’  advertising  and  direct-mail  pro¬ 
motion,  not  only  because  promotion 
budgets  on  scholarly  books  are  sometimes 
small,  but  also  because  in  some  cases  he 
actually  throws  up  barricades  against  this 
form  of  communication.  He  may  vote  to 
instruct  the  executive  secretary  of  his  as¬ 
sociation  not  to  give  out  the  membership 
list  for  “commercial”  purposes,  and  he 
may  pride  himself  on  not  “wasting  time” 
on  the  third-class  mail  that  does  reach 
him.  VV’hen  he  himself  is  given  a  book  to 
review  he  may  or  may  not  stop  to  think 
that  he  owes  it  to  the  author  and  his  col¬ 
leagues  to  review  it  promptly. 

Is  it  up  to  the  publisher  to  put  across  a 
new  book  to  its  intended  market?  Or  is 
it  really  up  to  those  who  read  and  need 
and  want  the  book  to  welcome  it,  talk 
about  it,  circulate  it,  and  get  it  read? 

In  the  case  of  the  scholarly  book  the 
process  must  be  one  of  teamwork.  And 
teamwork  means  timing.  The  book  that 
doesn’t  get  talked  about  when  it  first 
comes  out,  rarely  catches  on  later.  The 
review  which  doesn’t  appear  promptly 
enough  to  supplement  other  promotion, 
may  interest  future  historians,  but  is  jwor 
solace  to  present  authors. 

The  scholar’s  responsibility  to  keep  up 
is  therefore  a  dual  one.  He  owes  it  to  him¬ 
self.  He  also  owes  it  to  his  colleagues  and 
society  in  general.  It  is  part  of  his  respon¬ 
sibility  not  only  to  inform  himself,  but  to 
help  exploit  to  the  full  every'  instrument 
for  enlightenment  that  anyone  else  puts 
at  his  disposal. 

What  can  the  conscientious  scholar  do 
himself  to  keep  up,  aside  from  urging 
upon  the  journals  he  relies  upon  to  ac¬ 
cept  greater  responsibility'  for  prompt 
and  total  coverage  of  new  publications? 

Perhaps  he  should  familiarize  himself 
more  thoroughly  with  the  services  upon 
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which  research  librarians  rely.  He  knows 
them  already  as  places  to  go  with  a  spe¬ 
cific  inquiry.  He  may  not  know  them  as 
something  to  scan  regularly  as  a  means  of 
catching  promptly  publications  that 
somehow  failed  to  come  to  his  attention 
through  advance  publicity  or  word-of- 
mouth. 

The  most  comprehensive  services  that 
aim  at  prompt,  descriptive  reporting  of 
the  new  publications  are  as  follows: 

The  Publishers''  Weekly  aims  to  list  and 
describe  all  books  published  or  distrib¬ 
uted  in  the  United  States  in  all  fields.  It 
described  13462  last  year,  at  the  rate  of 
about  250  in  each  weekly  issue.  Its  weak¬ 
ness  for  the  specialist  has  always  been 
that  he  must  at  least  pass  his  eye  over 
everything  to  spot  what  is  for  him.  This 
problem  will  be  eliminated  beginning  in 
1 960  when  these  listings,  expanded  to  rep¬ 
resent  full  Library  of  Congress  cataloging 
plus  the  descriptive  annotation,  will  be 
cumulated  monthly  into  what  will  be 
called  the  American  Book  Publishing 
Record.  Here  the  arrangement  will  be  by 
subject  (i.e.,  Dewey  number)  so  the  spe¬ 
cialist  need  check  through  his  own  areas 
only'.  It  will  be  fully  indexed. 

The  Library  Journal  has  in  recent  y’ears 
been  expanding  its  advance  listings  of 
forthcoming  books  until  at  present  it  lists 
and  describes  over  7000  a  year  and  up  to 
four  months  in  advance. 

And  now  here  is  a  suggestion  for  schol¬ 
arly  and  scientific  journals.  Since  the  Pub¬ 
lishers'  Weekly  in  cooperation  with  the 
Library  of  Congress  is  conscientiously 
making  a  week-by-week  and  month-by¬ 
month  record  of  all  new  books  in  all 
fields,  why  not  make  arrangements  to 
draw  on  the  same  data  for  a  really  prompt 
and  comprehensive  list  of  “Books  Pub¬ 
lished  since  Our  Last  Issue”  in  each  pro¬ 
fessional  journal?  Could  not  the  Publish¬ 
ers'  Weekly  provide  “made-to-measure” 
bibliographical  service  to  any  interested 
journal,  providing,  to  any  desired  dead¬ 
lines,  a  full  listing  of  relevant  and  near¬ 
relevant  material  ready  for  the  journal 
editor’s  blue  pencil?  Or  would  journal 
editors  prefer  to  do  this  for  themselves, 
simply  by  watching  what  appears  in  the 
American  Book  Publishing  Record?
